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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d). The certified copy has been filed in parent Application No. 
10/680301, filed on 10/08/2003. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claim limitation of 
claim #2 of the "connection part of said bearing protrudes out of the center of said base 
in one-piece design" must be shown or the features canceled from the claim. The 
drawing illustrates two separate parts. No new matter should be entered. 

Specification 

The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The "bore" and the "joint part" are not disclosed in a full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms to which one skilled in the art to set forth to which the best 
mode is contemplated. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hu (U.S. 
Patent 6309191). 

Hu discloses in figures #1 and #3, a fan motor having a frame body (30), a base 
(32) that is disposed in the center of the frame body (30) and a bearing (34) that is 
disposed on a base, a circuit board (32) disposed on a base (32) of the frame body (30), 
a stator assembly (20), that is composed of a silicon steel assembly (24), an upper 
bobbin and a lower bobbin (23), disposed on two sides of a silicon steel assembly (24), 
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in which a bore (support slope 330) is disposed in the center of a bearing on a base that 
electronically connects to a circuit board (22). A rotor assembly (10) that is composed of 
a blade (12), a magnetic lasso (permanent magnet 14) that is circularly disposed on the 
inside the blade, and an axis pivoted on the center of the blade (12). The axis is a rotor 
assembly (10) is set on the outside of a bearing (34) on a base and magnetic lasso (14) 
that corresponds to the outside of the silicon steel assembly (24). The bearing is on a 
base (32), which composes of a connection part (34) and a hollow tube (33). At least 
one joint part (slope 330) is disposed on an outer circumference of the connection part 
(34), and a hole corresponding to the bore (slope 330) in the center of the silicon steel 
assembly (24) is disposed in the center of lower bobbin of stator assembly (24). At least 
one obstructer corresponding to a joint part (330) mounted on a bearing (34) that is 
disposed on an inner circumference of a hole. The bobbin of the stator assembly is 
firmly mounted on a bearing of the base. In regards to claim 2, the connection part (34) 
of a bearing protrudes out of the center of the base (32). In regards to claim 3, the joint 
part is a recess (indnetion, 330). In regards to claim 4, the inner face of the recess (330) 
is set up a protruding portion in one end. In regards to claim 5, the obstructer (330) is a 
hook (curved bend). 

In regards to claim 2, Hu discloses the claimed invention except for the claimed 
invention of the connection part and the bearing in one piece. It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to form 
the connection part of the bearing out of the base as one piece or two, since it has been 
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held that forming in one an article which has formally been ford two pieces and put 
together involves only routine skill in the art. Howard v. Detroit Stove Works, 150 U.S. 
164.
